A VALE woman has 
expressed her 
disgust at people 
who have been 
stealing rugs from 
horses and ponies. 

Dawn Hill told The 
GEM that the police had 
been informed of a spate 
of thefts. 

She explained that 
thieves had struck three 
times at her field, located 
just off the main 
Cowbridge-LI ant wit 
road. 

Dawn said: “I have 
had three mgs taken from 
my ponies in three weeks 
leaving them cold and 
wet, with the latest 
incident taking place on 
Christmas Eve. 

“Two other people 


also had rugs stolen 
locally. One friend had 
her whole yard cleared 
out.” 

She said it was a 
particularly mean crime, 
affecting animals out in 
cold conditions, and she 
advised fellow riders and 
horse lovers to remain 
vigilant. 

“It is sickening. I’d 
appeal to members of the 
public to note down 
vehicle registration 
numbers if they see 
something suspicious 
happening and report the 
matter to the police.”

many reasons, and 
the most important 
one is that an 
environmental 
impact assessment 
was never carried 
out. 

On that basis alone. 
Vale Council Planning 
should never have 
approved permission to 
erect this pile of smut- 
emitting metal within 50 
square miles of its 
current location. 

Regardless of how 
much money has so far 
been spent on this 
monstrosity, it can be 
stopped. 

The Welsh 

Government may insist 
that the responsibility for 
granting an 

environmental permit to 
operate the Barry 
incinerator/Biomass UK 
No2 Ltd gasification unit 
lies with National 
Resources Wales, and 
technically they are 
right, but what they do 
not say is that the 
regulations governing 
such permits are quite 
clear: they give Welsh 
Government ministers 
power to direct NRW on 
their decision. 


What is more, NRW 
must comply with any 
such direction under the 
law, so in retrospect 
Carwyn Jones and Welsh 
Government have a veto 
over the project which 
people all over Barry 
should demand them to 
implement. 

A question has been 
tabled to the cabinet 
secretary by Andrew RT 
Davies AM asking her to 
do just that. 

If this permit is 
granted, the ultimate 
blame will lie with the 
Welsh Government 
which local people will 
not forgive. 

I would urge Vale 
taxpayers to write to the 
First Minister Carwyn 
Jones outlining the 
points above and 
demand he takes action 
for the benefit of 
residents in the town. 

For good measure, a 
letter to the First 
Minister could also be 
copied in to the cabinet 
minister for the 
environment and also the 
cabinet secretary. 

The more letters these 
people receive, the 
greater the chance of 
success in bringing this 
issue to a more 
acceptable conclusion 
for us all.

THE family of the 
8-year-old boy who 
died in a road 
traffic collision on 
December 28 have 
paid tribute to 
their ‘beautiful 
cheeky chap’. 

Jenson Evans died 
when a car collided 
with a tree at about 
5.45pm on Thursday, 
December 28 on an 
unnamed road known 
locally as the Smilog 
Forestry road. This road 
runs generally from the 
direction of Pontyclun 
towards Coed Ely. 

His family said: “Our 
beautiful cheeky chap 
Jenson, so sweet, loving 
and placid. There are no 
words great enough to 
describe our love for 
you and the loss we 
feel, never happier than 
outdoors playing and 
usually covered in mud 
from playing football, 
you were football mad. 

“We will miss those 
night-time cwtches and 
your kiss before bed. 

An amazing son, 
brother, grandson and 
great grandson, cousin, 
nephew and friend we 
will miss you forever.” 

Jenson was in the car 
with his family and his 
younger brother and 
parents have been 
released from hospital 
but his elder brother 
remains in hospital at 
this time.

Two men jailed for causing 
the death of young mother

TWO racing 

motorists were 
jailed on Friday, 
December 22, for 
causing the death of 
a young mother. 

Jamie Oaten, 23, 
pleaded guilty to causing 
the death of Jenna Miller 
after his Audi A5 
ploughed into her car as 
she left a petrol station on 
Cardiff Road, Barry, on 
September 27th, 2016. 

Joseph Fettah, 20, who 
was engaged in a high¬ 
speed “impromptu race” 
with Oaten at the time of 
the collision, denied the 
same charge, but was 
found guilty following a 
trial last month. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, Oaten, from 
Barry, was sentenced to 
three years and nine 
months’ imprisonment, 
and Fettah, from Rhoose, 
was sentenced to five 
years. 

Both were also handed 
seven-and-a-half-year 
driving bans. 

Following sentencing, 
Mrs Miller’s family said: 
“We are still devastated 
at the sudden and tragic 
manner in which we lost 
our beautiful Jenna. 

“She was an entirely 
innocent victim and 
clearly in the wrong 
place at the wrong time 
when her path crossed 
with these two ‘boy 


racers’ whose selfish, 
immature and arrogant 
behaviour in deciding to 
race their cars on a public 
road resulted in such 
devastation. 

“Fettah even tried to 
argue that he was not 
involved in the incident 
but we are pleased that a 
jury found him just as 
guilty as Oaten for 
causing Jenna’s death by 
dangerous driving. 

“We wish to express 
our gratitude to all 
persons who tried in vain 
to help Jenna on the night 
as well as the many 
witnesses who 

subsequently attended 
the court trial to give 
evidence in difficult 
circumstances. 

“We also wish to thank 
the South Wales and 
Gwent police forces and 
the Crown Prosecution 
Service for their detailed 
investigation which has 
resulted in a successful 
end to proceedings. 

“It’s heartbreaking 
that two young boys, 
through no fault of their 
own, now have to grow 
up without the mum they 
idolised. We are totally 
committed to bringing 
the boys up so that they 
develop into decent 
young men who Jenna 
would have been proud 
of. 

“Finally, we hope that 
the lengthy prison terms 


handed down to Oaten 
and Fettah give them the 
opportunity to reflect on 
the heartache and 
devastation they have 
caused.” 

Senior Investigating 
Officer, Sergeant Chris 
Grey, from South Wales 
Police, said: “This is a 
tragic case which has had 
a huge impact on so 
many lives, particularly 
those of Jenna Miller’s 
young sons, who will 
now have to grow up 
without their mother. 

“Jamie Oaten and 
Joseph Fettah will now 
spend a considerable 
time in prison, where I 
sincerely hope they use 
the time to reflect on the 
devastation their selfish 
and reckless actions have 
caused. 

“Joseph Fettah 

protested his innocence 


throughout the court 
proceedings, maintaining 
that he couldn’t have 
been responsible for Mrs 
Miller’s death as his car 
wasn’t involved at the 
point of impact. 

“However, the 

evidence clearly showed 
that his actions in the 
moments before the 
collision were 

instrumental in 

contributing to the 
tragedy. Any driver who 
gets behind the wheel of 
a vehicle and drives in 
the manner he and Oaten 
did is, without question, 
putting their own life and 
the lives of other road 
users in grave danger. 

“I hope this case sends 
a stark message to other 
motorists who fail to 
recognise how lethal a 
vehicle can be when in 
the control of an 


irresponsible driver. 

“Road traffic injuries 
are the leading cause of 
death among people aged 
between 15 and 29 years 
and I’d appeal to parents 
of young drivers to share 
the responsibility of the 
emergency services and 
road safety charities in 
better educating our 
young road users. 

“I’d urge parents to 
ask themselves whether 
buying a powerful car for 
an inexperienced young 
driver is really a sensible 
option. The staggering 
power of the two vehicles 
involved in this case was 
a significant factor 
allowing them to reach 
motorway speeds in 
seconds. 

“Ask yourself how 
often your loved ones are 
changing their brake 
pads and tyres, and 
encourage them to 
inspect their cars 
regularly for damage. 

“I’d also encourage 
parents to consider 
options such as fitting 
black boxes and dash 
cams which - as well as 
lowering insurance 
premiums and providing 
peace of mind for parents 
- will encourage young 
drivers to be more aware, 
more cautious and more 
respectful of the road and 
other road users.”

Rebuilding a castle, 
pixel by pixel 


IN December, 
instead of the 
expected speaker 
Brian Davies, who 
was unwell, 

Cowbridge U3A 
history group 
welcomed Chris 
Jones-Jenkins, a 
freelance 
reconstruction 
artist who has 
carried out 

commissions for 
English Heritage, 
among others. 

His illustrated talk 
was on the castle that 
Edward I had built at 
Holt in Denbighshire in 
the 13th century. 

Known as Castrum 
Leonis (Lion’s Castle) 
because it had a lion 
motif carved into the 
stonework above its 
main gate, the 
fortification was 

besieged by Owain 
Glyndwr in 1400 and, 
despite being in a 
decayed state, was 
defended during the 
English Civil War. 

The castle was 
severely damaged by 
Parliamentary forces in 
1647 and nearly 30 years 
later much of the stone 
was taken to build Sir 
Thomas Grosvenor’s 
Eaton Hall near Chester. 

The sandstone base 
on which the castle 
stood was then 
extensively quarried. All 
that remains of the 
fortress are a few 
masonry features, such 
the postern gate and a 
buttress of a tower, 
sitting on a pinnacle of 
rock. All the outer walls 
have gone; the surviving 
parts of the castle are 
remnants of the inner 
structure. Not very 
promising material on 
which to base a 
reconstruction, it would 
seem. 

There are, however, 
documents and maps 
available to the 
historian, including 
contemporary sources 
for building works at the 
castle during the last two 
years of Richard II’s 
reign (when a treasury 
was constructed) as well 
as several plans and 
elevation drawings. 

A map of 1562 shows 
a pentagonal structure, 
with round towers at the 
comers, while a diagram 
of circa 1600 indicates 
there was one square 
tower and four round 


ones. There was no 
symmetry, as the towers 
ranged from three to five 
storeys high. 

Archaeological 
excavations have shown 
that all the towers were 
round, with one having 
had Richard II’s treasury 
built onto it. However, 
the town council of Holt 
chose to make the 
erroneous 1600 

elevation, depicting one 
square tower, the basis 
for the town’s badge. 

The castle was 
acquired by Sir William 
Stanley in 1484. Despite 
his role at the 1485 
Battle of Bosworth, 
which brought Henry 
VII to the throne. Sir 
William was implicated 
in the Perkin Warbeck 
affair and executed in 
1495, after which Holt 
Castle reverted to the 
Crown. Inventories of 
the castle and its 
contents were made at 
this time and included 
details of the 
furnishings, down even 
to the colour of the 
cushions and wall 
hangings in the chapel. 

The discovery of an 
early-17th-century plan 
of the castle in the 
National Library of 
Wales also assisted in 
the computer-generated 
modelling of the castle, 
which was based on all 
the antiquarian maps and 
drawings, the surviving 
masonry and 

archaeological evidence 
for the bases of three 
towers and the line of the 
channel leading to the 
water gate. 

For the internal layout 
of the castle, the list of 
the rooms detailed in the 


1495 inventory was 

used. Those named as 
chambers were given 
fireplaces and, by 

association, also 

chimneys. However, it 
became clear that not all 
the rooms were listed. 
Those without contents 
and the latrines were 

excluded. 

A schematic room 
layout was used to 
deduce where the 

missing rooms and all 
the interconnecting 
doors were likely to be. 

None of the views of 
the castle was 
architecturally detailed, 
and none showed all of 
the exterior or much of 
the inner courtyard. This 
information had to be 
derived from other 
Edwardian castles in 
north Wales built about 
the same time as Holt, 
such as Rhuddlan, 

Denbigh, Flint and 
Conwy. 

Using all available 
evidence. Holt Castle 
was painstakingly 
digitally reconstructed 
by Mr Jones-Jenkins, 
both internally and 

externally, revealing 
what the castle looked 
like and how it 

functioned at its high 
point in the late 15th 
century. 

Finally, an animator 
was commissioned to 
produce a virtual tour of 
the rooms in the castle, 
based on the 3D 
reconstruction of the lost 
stronghold: see

We know how much 
more needs to be done 
when we are reminded 
of the statistics: 

• Every week, two 
women are killed by 
their partner or ex 
partner in Wales and 
England. 

• At least 13 women 
in Wales were killed or 
suspected to have been 
killed by men(2016). 

• 1,221 children or 
young people stayed in 
a refuge after their 
parent fled domestic 
abuse. 

Supporting Shelter 
was one of the first 
campaigns I was 
involved in as a student 
and many will 
remember ‘Cathy Come 
Home’. We must not let 
the scourge of 
homelessness blight 
lives - especially the 
lives of children and 
young people. The ‘End 


Youth Homelessness 
Campaign’ got a huge 
boost with the 
announcement of an 
extra £10m to target 
youth homelessness in 
the final Welsh 
Government Budget for 
2018-19, in addition to 
the £20m to tackle 
homelessness 
announced in the draft 
budget in October. 

The work of 
Elamau - supporting 
young people in 
housing need - is 
vitally important and 
local authorities will 
also benefit from this 
funding to meet housing 
need and the extra 
£20m for local 
government announced 
on December 19 by 
Mark Drakeford, 
Cabinet Secretary for 
Einance will be a 
welcome boost to 
support our local public 
services. Last year, they 
supported 8,144 young 
people facing 
homelessness and have 
a base in Barry.

Brexit ‘deeply engaged’

SOUTH Wales 
Police Chief 

Constable Matt 
Jukes has been 
awarded the 

Queen’s Police 
Medal (QPM) in the 
New Year’s 

Honours. 

Chief Constable Jukes 
worked with the 
forerunner of the 
National Counter 

Terrorism Policing 
network and represented 
United Kingdom 

policing at G8 meetings 
in the United States in 
2004. Chief Constable 
Jukes remains involved 
strategically in counter 
terrorism and has had a 
leading role in a number 
of high profile operations 
across Wales and 
England. 

In 2006 Chief 
Constable Jukes returned 
to local policing as a 
divisional Chief 

Superintendent and 
joined South Wales 
Police as an Assistant 
Chief Constable in 2010 
and was appointed 
Deputy Chief Constable 
(DCC) in August 2013. 

As DCC, he had the 
task of leading a change 
programme to manage a 
£50 million reduction in 
funding, at the same time 
as responding to huge 
operational challenges 
including the 2014 
NATO Summit, 2015 
Rugby World Cup and 


2017 UEFA Champions 
League Final. 

Commenting on the 
award he said: “It is a 
tremendous privilege to 
receive this recognition 
but it really reflects the 
hard working and 
dedicated officers and 
staff that I have been so 
fortunate to work with 
during my police service. 

“Those colleagues 
continue to inspire me, as 
does the task of working 
to protect our 
communities, parti¬ 
cularly those who are 
most vulnerable. It is an 
honour to receive this 
award at the same time as 
I start a new chapter, 
serving the communities 
of South Wales as the 
force’s Chief Constable.” 

South Wales Police 
Sergeant Gary Evans has 
been awarded the British 
Empire Medal in the 
New Year’s Honours 
List, 30 years after his 
late father Bob Evans 
was awarded the Queen’s 
Police Medal at 
Buckingham Palace.

Molly’s Game well worth playing... 


A aron 

SORKIN 
has a 

reputation as one 
of Hollywood’s 
leading 

screenwriters. But 
if the Coen 
brothers’ Barton 
Fink taught us 
anything, it’s that 
screenwriters don’t 
always have the 
clout and power 
they should have. 

Swayed (or probably 
not) by this life lesson, 
Sorkin has now stepped 
behind the camera to 
make his directorial 
debut with real-life 
story Molly's Game. 

It stars Jessica 
Chastain as Molly 
Bloom, a woman whose 
dreams of being an 
Olympic skier were 
shattered, and who 
ended up taking on a 
job as a personal 
assistant. 

When she is put in 
charge of her boss’s 
weekly poker games, 
where big money 
changes hands and the 


clientele are the rich 
and the famous, Molly 
soon becomes 
embroiled in the world 
of poker - and relishes 
every second of it! 

Turning game 
running into her 
profession, she is 
labelled the ‘Poker 
Princess’ - but when 
she is caught up in an 
FBI investigation, 

Molly has to clear her 
name, with the reluctant 
help of lawyer Charlie 
Jaff^ey (Idris Elba)... 

Aaron Sorkin has a 
way with dialogue that 
is mesmerising. It’s 
densely-packed yet rolls 
off the tongue of actors 
with effortless ease. 

That he is also able 
to do this with a camera 
is a very pleasing 
development as Molly's 
Game, while perhaps 
not having quite the 
same punch as some of 
his other work, is a 
fizzy concoction of a 
film, one that shows 
both the glamour and 
the grit of the world of 
poker, but equally 
delivers a captivating 
and hugely impressive 
lead character in Molly 


Bloom. 

Bloom may well be 
one of Jessica 
Chastain’s best turns yet 
(hints of award 
recognition have been 
heavy), a woman who 
has faced down 
adversity several times 
but who keeps on going 
and is pushed to make 
the best of herself. 

Chastain is a perfect 
fit for this character, 
coldly professional yet 
not without humanity 
and compassion (she’s 
as quick to stamp out 
cheating as she is to tell 
a down-on-his-luck 
player to leave the 
table), and she’s 
engaging throughout. 

Living off the tips 
rather than taking a cut 
of the pot (or ‘raking’ as 
the official terminology 
has it), everything 
Bloom is doing is just 
about legal; but when 
the stakes get higher, 
the necessity to start to 
bend the rules becomes 
the straw that breaks the 
camel’s back, and 
seeing her tackle this 
head on is delivered 
superbly by Chastain, 
who owns the film.

But as much as all 
eyes are on Chastain, 
equally they are all on 
Sorkin’s first outing as a 
writer/director. Script- 
wise, it has all the 
hallmarks of his work, 
the rat-tat-tat dialogue, 
witty comments replete 
with sharp ripostes, and 
his decision to structure 
the film in a non-linear 
way maintains the 
momentum and 
prevents it from 
slipping too much into 
overly-familiar territory. 

Visually, he brings an 
energetic fizz to the 
film, finally bringing 
his eye to his own 
work. It’s an assured 
and confident debut 
from him, not without 
some minor wobbles 
here and there, but 
Sorkin shows he’s more 
than capable of 
delivering the goods 
behind the camera as 
well as on the page. 

As you would expect, 
the writing drives the 
direction (the constant 


voiceover deftly used to 
deliver exposition), but 
Sorkin doesn’t scrimp 
on either. 

Molly's Game is a 
fascinating story, and 
one that is delivered, if 
not with a great deal of 
weight, certainly with a 
great deal of 
entertainment value - 
Sorkin and Chastain 
have played a great 
hand. 

VERDICT: Aaron 
Sorkin’s directorial 
debut is a great success, 
Molly's Game a 
wonderful showcase for 
one of Jessica 
Chastain’s best 
performances yet. 

Fizzy and 

entertaining, yet with a 
solid narrative 
backbone, this is a 
superb piece of work, 
perhaps less weighty 
than you might expect, 
but no less satisfying 
for it. Recommended.

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William Danter — a showman 
with a heart of gold

^ W DANTER & 
^ Sons’ as 
‘travelling 
entertainers’, were 
regular visitors to 
Barry in the mid 
and late 1890s with 
their ‘penny rides’ 
on steam 
roundabouts, 
galloping horses, 
and swinging boats 
with shooting 
saloons and an 
Alpine Railway. 

This advert from 
1900, with its headline 
act of ‘African Flying 
Ostriches’, announced 
their arrival on the usual 
site opposite the gas 
works in Holton Road 
(probably where the 
head Post Office used to 
be). 

Apart from the 
excitement this brought 
to local youngsters, it 
invariably meant a 
bonus for the many 
voluntary organisations 
in the district, such as 
the Nursing Association 
and Accident Hospital 
in Kingsland Crescent. 

In March 1900, 
William Danter held a 
‘village fair’ in aid of 
the ‘voluntary hospital’ 
which Nurse Amy 


Evans had recently 
opened for the ‘destitute 
sick’. In another, his 
‘Alpine Railway, 
roundabouts and 
swings, shooting saloon, 
coconut shies’ donated 
takings to the Barry 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Families Fund. 

In May 1903, 
hundreds of children 
enjoyed his rides with 
all the receipts going to 
the building fund for St 
Mary’s Church. 

Given some of the 
recent brushes that 
present-day Henry 
Danter has had with 
local authorities, it is 
ironic how William was 
summoned for blowing 
a steam whistle to the 
annoyance of the 
public! After agreeing 
to stop, the charge was 
withdrawn, but he also 
breached an UDC bye¬ 
law with a steam 
roundabout, then 
promised it would be 
removed within six 
weeks. In a more 
serious vein, he was 
fined Is 6d plus 7s costs 
for keeping a dog 
without a licence. 

On the occasion of 
his ‘World’s Fair’, for 
the first time he brought 
one of the finest organs

to have ever visited the 
district, able to play 
both classical and 
popular music. 

As often happened, 
the finest tributes to the 
man came on the 
occasion of his death in 
February 1902 at 
Rodney Parade, 
Newport. 

The ‘Carmarthen 
Weekly’ referred to him 
as the “oldest 
roundabout proprietor 
and amusement caterer” 
in south Wales. 


He was bom in 1836 
at Worcester and at the 
age of 20, the future 
entrepreneur made his 
first move. Using the 
newly-invented 
‘collodion process’ of 
taking photographs 
which could be 
developed “while you 
wait”, he travelled to all 
the fairs in England. 

He then moved into 
Wales and with funds 
obtained from his first 
enterprise, he gradually 
became the man we 


have seen above. 

The Barry Dock 
News called him the 
leading “travelling 
entertainer in south 
Wales over the last 45 
years” and commended 
him for his “generosity 
to charitable institutions 
and persons in distress”. 

The funeral took 
place in Cardiff, 
arranged by undertaker 
John Jones and Son of 
Holton Road and 
Cardiff. 

There were 20 
carriages and a funeral 
car drawn by four 
horses, with 50 people 
on foot at the head of 
the procession. His 
widow Jane was 
accompanied by son 
John, brothers John and 
Jos, and four nephews 
and nieces. 

Mention was made of 
large donations to 
Newport, Merthyr and 
Dowlais hospitals and 
‘explosion funds’ for 
Park Slip, Tynewydd; 
Great Western, 
Cilfynydd; Senghenydd 
and Llanbradach 
collieries. 

A lifelong sufferer of 
bronchitis, over his last 
seven weeks he 
developed pneumonia 
and died aged 65. 

During my brief 
research, it was 
noticeable that the 
words ‘generosity’ and 
‘Danter’ featured 
regularly in the same 
sentence.

Could new housing 
in Dinas Powys 
undermine a bypass? 


THERE are 
concerns a 
proposed 

development of 215 
houses in Dinas 
Powys could fatally 
undermine plans 
for a bypass to 
alleviate chronic 
congestion in the 
village. 

The plans would see 
new homes built on land 
at the former St Cyres 
Lower School, and local 
campaigners and 
councillors argue that 
the development - if 
approved - could prove 
‘fatal’ for the Dinas 
Powys bypass. 

The application will 
not now be heard by the 
Vale Council’s planning 
committee on January 11 
because council officers 
need to consider ‘matters 
outstanding’ relating to 
the application. 

Consideration is 
believed to relate to the 
by-pass route and where 
the St Cyres 

development encroaches 
over the intended line of 
the by-pass. 

Roger Pattenden has 
been confirmed by 
cabinet member for 
transport Cllr Geoff Cox 
as the official 
representative for the 
Dinas Powys community 
on the ‘Bypass Review 
Group’. 

He wants committee 


members to consider 
findings in a report by 
Mott McDonald into the 
development which 
found flaws in the 
transport analysis 
undertaken to date. 

He said: “Mott 
MacDonald’s report 
questions the lack of 
emphasis put onto the 
extra traffic the 
development will 
generate, particularly at 
the Murch Road / 

Cardiff Road A4055 
junction. 

“It says that far from 
being of ‘no material 
impact’ in future years 
the junction is forecast 
to be over capacity and 
will suffer significant 
congestion and delay.” 

Cllr Vincent Bailey, 
who has been working 
with Dinas Powys 
councillors to champion 
a bypass warned that the 
development would not 
only add to the “growing 
chaos” on local roads - 
it would put the bypass 
itself at risk. 

He explained: “The 
bypass is part of a 
regional bid for City 
Deal money, which 
shows just how seriously 
the Conservative council 


is taking this project. 

“That’s great news, 
but I do worry that this 
housing development 
could undermine that 
progress if developers 
are allowed to build 
directly on to the most 
plausible route for a 
bypass. 

“At the end of the 
day, the bypass is one of 
the most important 
transport projects in the 
region. 

“We need to put that 
first and I hope that the 
planning committee take 
a strategic view on these 
proposals. The 215 
homes would add to the 
need for a bypass to 
tackle the growing chaos 
on local roads - we 
mustn’t let them build in 
its path!” 

Dinas councillor Andy 
Robertson added: “We 
don’t want to sound too 
enthusiastic yet, but 
things are certainly 
moving in the right 
direction. 

“The council are 
strongly behind the 
project as everyone now 
realises it’s not just for 
Dinas Powys but 
essential for the whole 
Vale.”

AS we hit the half point of 
our season’s journey, we 
take a look at the story so 
far. 

St Athan go into the new year 
on top of the Premier Division, but 
with the chasing pack right at their 
heels. 

The decision to cut the Vale’s 
top division to seven clubs playing 
each other three times was a 
controversial one met with a lot of 
concern.
